YOUNG MURDER TRIAL. 


Rolntatlon of the Charge Tti»t the Dead 


Woman Wan Inmnc. 


Hillsboro, III., Doo. 10.—After the ex- 


amination of thirteen more wltneises In 
rebuttal, tho hearing of testimony In the 
Young murder trial was closed and the 
arguments of the attorneys begun. Rev. 
Cole, of Donnelson, tostlded that ho had 
considerable experience with Insane par- 
sons; that he bad held a conversation of 
considerable length with Mrs. Young 
about four weeks before her death, with a 
view of testing the condition of her mind; 
that bo was convinced that she was per- 
footily sane. Ho held the conversation bo- 
oauteof a remark made by one of Young's 
family. 


Or. Cook, of Coffoen, testified that ho 


had treated Mrs. Young for uterine trou- 
ble; that he saw nothing in her condition 
or conduct to indicate Inianlty. 


Mrs. Nichols, the 
mother of Mrs. 


Young, testified that there wns no Insan- 
ity m her nwn or her husband's ancestry, 
so far as nho had knowledge; also, that 
Mrs. Young was right-handed, this being 
Important, as the theory ot tho defense is 
that she shot herself with a revolver held 
In her left hand. She never observed 
anything In her daughtor's conduct to In- 
dicate Insanity 
Ton other wltm-Hiiis tes- 


tified that In their opinion Mrs. Young's 
mind wax sound. 


The defendant. Itoliert Young, then

During ihe i-xistencu of the holy ofliou or 
Inquisition 31,1113 persons wcro condemn- 
cd to pcrlnli In the (lumen; 17,<!fi9 were 
burned In elllgy, and nearly HOO.OOO wore 
condemned to servo terrllilo penances. 
Tho last victims wore burned alivo about 
17(10." Tl-o npoakor went on to say that 
all tho provinces which have separated 
from Spain htivo become prosperous conn- 
trloH whllo tho Coohlo old mother country 
has gradually tiillou lower and lower, de- 
pending i.lmost for existence on stolen 
gold levied upon Cuba, 1'orto Bico and 
tbe Philllpino Islands.

On August 19, 1895, Owney was pno- 


/ograph'-d, walked up the gang plunk of 
he good ship Victoria of the N. P. S. 8. 
ompany, and was welcomed by Cu.pt. 
'anton, whose guest he wed to be. 
Iwney had Ms credentials in a truvel- 
ng bag, and lie carried ali>o his blanket, 
irusu. and comb, his medal harness tor 
nil (Irons, aoid letters of introduction 
to the postal authorities of the world. 
\n the steamer backed out from the 
loci;, hundreds of people waved their 
lands, and wished Owney a tsufe and 
irosperoua voyage; nnd BO the trip be- 
•uu. 
Owney was soon the pet of the crew, 


and after an uneventful voyage he nr- 
rived at Yokohama on October 3. Here 
ils baggage waf> examined, with no lit- 
le curiosity, by the officials, as no dig- 
nitary had before rntcred Japan who 
owned fo many decorations that he, was 
obliged to carry them in a bug-. 


It was concluded that Owney must be 


either a dog of very high rank, or the 
iroperu of adiitingulshed person; and 
in account of him was promptly for- 
wurded for Ihe information of his iin- 
jeriul majesty, the mikado. 


A few days later an official waited 


upon Owney, and presented him witu a 
passport bearing the soul of the mi- 
kado. It was addressed to the Ameri- 
can dog-traveler, and in very llowcry 
language extended to him the frcedcm 
of the interior country. There were 
Htome stipulations which, in all proba- 
bility, Owiiey would have agreed to had 
Be made the trip. Some were as follows: 
"The bearer is expiesfdy cautioned to 
observe in every particular the direc- 
tions of the Japanese characters on ihe 
back of the passport, an English trans- 
lation of which is given herewith; and 
he is expected and required to conduct 
himself In an orderly and conciliatoiy 
manner towards the Japanese authori- 
ties and people." Tli» passport alr-o for- 
bade him to "attend a fire on horseback," 
warned him not to write "on temples, 
shrines, or walls," and politely 
10- 


quratcd him not to "drive too fast on 
uai row roads." 


There was no time for side trips, and, 


after meeting many officials, Owney 
ailed from Yokohama, arriving at Kubl 
on October 9, where lie received mcdiiN 
and u new purport from the emperor.

VTmkly »»»jr »»y« H»»« Brought Thrift 


nnd Good Living to Them. 


Bobei t Watchorn, immigrant inspec- 


tor at Kills island, New York, in confer- 
ences with Uje local immigrant, inspec- 
tor, liichard lloron, and. fceveral others 
interested iu labor matters lately said: 


"1 made a carc-f ul tour of the British 


Islaudt, last winter," he said, in speak- 
ing o£ the condition of the miners of 
I'ennhyhanui, "and I must reluctantly 
confess that tJu* conditions which sur- 
lound tlie British miners are better by 
almost lot) per cent, than those which 
burround their fellows, in Pennsylvania, 
I found from careful inquiry that tlie 
average earnings of British miners are 
MX (.hillings nine pence u. day—about 
$1.C2 of our money. Beside*, the miners 
go to the pit at MX o'clock n. m. and are 
always to be found at home not later 
than two p. m. Some study of tlie con- 
ditions and earnings of tho Ptamsyl- 
var.l.i miners reveals that their average 
earnings throughout the year, includ- 
ing tlie anthracite and bituminous 
fluids, do not exceed 90 cents a day, and 
they uniformly work nijieond ten hours 
a day. 


"The better conditions of the British 


miner hii owes, largely 1o himself. He 
has so strenuously insisted on having 
refonnst that his plea has been heard in 
parliament. Stringent laws have been 
] asM'd tor his protection, and successes 


one thing haw led to (the advocacy 


of other reforms. In this movcmeutall 
the UritMi unionists have worked to- 
gether with rare fidelity and success. 
One of the most important reformaever 
achieved, in my opinion, was the pas- 


..-• of the act icquiring that every em- 


ploye be, paid not less often than once 
a week. When this wa« llrstadvocated 
the sam« arguments were advanced by 
the employers that we have had in tlie 
PennsyI\ania legislature wheii we at 
tempted to get the semi-monthly com- 
pulsory pay day act. It was asserted 
that the frequency of pay days would 
multiply drunkenness and debauchery., 
and t lie families of vvorknu u would get 
less of the earnings tihnn «ver with all 
the train of evils which the idea sug- 
gest.s. The i.u.t« most completely re- 
fnu- these, dreadful predictions. Since

Bowling has recently made rapM 


progress as a winter paHtiroe. 
As u 


summer nport the gome is linked lii 
legend and tradition with the jolly 
Dutchmen of New Amsterdam, who 
were the founders of our city. 


The name Bowling Green still clings 


to the circular plot of ground which 
marks th» lower end of 
Broadway. 


Thto piece of land was leased in the enr- 
ly days of the colony at a yearly rental 
of » peppercorn by three Dutchmen 
prominent in New Amsterdam, Peter 
Jay, John Chambers and Peter Bayard. 
They incloeed the ground and laid it 
out us a bowling green. A map of the 
city dated 1728 also shows a bowlins? 
preen situated on tihe west side of the 
public gardens on the "King's Farm," 
near the foot of Murray and Warren 
streets. 
The came as played by the Dutchmen 


differed materially from the present 
game, thoughjt tnust be, regarded an its 
progenitor. Tfce game which they 
played resembled modern "quoits," the 
tnuin difference being that the bawls 
were rolled instead of tossed a« in the, 
latter game. The. ulley was marked on 
tlie frreon sward 21 feet in length, the 
width Miry ing greatly according to the 
nature of the ground. At each end of 
the alley was placed a stone ball or 
"jack." Tho object of the flrst player 
was to roll Ihe bowl so that when it 
came to rest it might Hie as near as JK>S- 
gible to the mark. The opposing play- 
er strove to strike Ins opponent's bowl 
so us to drive it away from the mark 
end interpoae his own bowl. The bowl 
routing nearest to the mark scored a 
point for Ite owner. This game was 
extremely popular among the early 
citizens of the city. Thu substantial 
men of colonial Xcw York used to en- 
joy the gamtf during the quiet uftcr- 
luxnig of Indian summer with frequent 
though moderate Interludes of pipe, and 
tankitrd. 
This recreation formed R 


good digester of the heavy two o'clock 
dinner of b< -f Jnd pudding. 


The game was them in Its chrysalis 


Btagt- and during its subsequent devel- 
opment lost some of its old features ami 
jjalned others. It cannot be gainsaiU 
that bowling us a pastime in. this city 
is still associated with the pipe and 
lanl'.ard, for the mnjorlty of tlit- pub- 
lie alleys are connected with suloous— 
and even, In the private clubs tlie priinv; 
appears to be aomcwhnt infhu-nceil by 
its early associations. Howling has he- 
come au indoor rather than tin outdoor 
game, and consequently distinctively u 
winter pastime, although it is played 
to some extent at the, Mimmcr hotels 
and excursion resorts. 


In this respect the game has gained 


during its development, and hundreds 
of women are now numbered among its 
enthusiastic devotees. 
The buxom 


,maid« and matrons of Stuyvc-sant's day 
did not participate in tihe sport, but con- 
tented themselves with sitting quietly 
upon, the porches of their homra, which 
lined the square about the green, busy- 
ing themselves with knrttinff a« they 
watched the burffhwH bowling 011 the 
green. No doubt tlin husbands were 
irebnkrd by their wives for their en- 


uisiastlc devotion to Ixnvling-, but at 
ay rote the game OK then played did 
ot keep the men up at night, because 
arkiiefis always put an end to 
tlit-

peaceful tiuaruunoa. 


The legend thnt tins strange tribe of 


Indiana, once the musters o[ the Ori- 
noco, live in trees the entire year, re- 
sults from the great aur.unl rise of the 
Orinoco. At Cludad liolivar, MO miles 
up, this umO'tmtn sometimes, in a con- 
tracted plnce, to 
DO feet. On 
the 


broader delta it Is always miflicie.nt to 
cover isliindB and low ground; there- 
fore the inhabitants very wisely builil 
their houses well above the ground. 
For this purpose four tall palm trees 
nxe selected, and the crosspieces which 
form the foundation for the houses 
ore lashed to tho main support by 
pieces of a tough vine indigenous to 
the delta. Upon these Is laid the floor- 
ing, 
and then the sides and roof are 


thatched with large palm leaves^, to 
which the Indians hiivc given the poetic 
name of "feather of the sun." 


There are mauy advantages which 


this particular palm leaf possesses over 
others of tho sumo family, tho prin- 
cipal one being its similarity to on- 
beetos In the quality of resisting fir* 
In the location of his house the «uu- 
rauno takes another wise precaution 
In building, onrl it is one that carries 
with it a lesson for the government un- 
der whose sovereignty he lives.—W.
